Hit-and-run victim’s 
condition deteriorates

The family of Andrew Tyler, the 71- 
year-old crossing guard severely hurt by 
a hit-and-run driver, says the beloved 
father and grandfather is in dire condi- 
tion after having a second leg amputa- 
tion. 

Tyler has been unconscious since the 
crash, his daughter Deborah Tyler-Hay- 
wood said. 

“Everything is broken,” she said. “His 
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legs are gone, his right shoulder and ribs 
are broken. It was just too much for 
him.” 

Tyler-Haywood said the family is 
preparing to remove life support on 
Wednesday in accordance with her fa- 
ther’s previously stated wishes. Her sis- 
ter, Sharon, told WISN-TV (Channel 12) 
she was still holding out hope for his re- 
covery. 

Police are still searching for the driver

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Lincoln Hills 
teen prison 
plagued with 
staff shortage

Will Allen is retiring; 
nonprofit moa course 


MADISON - Officials are wrestling 
with a massive staff shortage at Wis- 
consin’s juvenile prison complex, with 
no one available to fill more than a quar- 
ter of the jobs there. 

As a result, guards are forced to work 
long hours and operate with skeleton 
crews to keep the troubled Lincoln Hills 
School for Boys operating 24 hours a 
day. The staff shortage adds to the chal- 
lenges at a facility that is facing multiple 
lawsuits and a criminal investigation 
over the treatment of teen inmates. 

Sixty-seven of 313 jobs are unfilled at 
Lincoln Hills and Copper Lake School 
for Girls, which sits on the same campus 
30 miles north of Wausau. In addition, 
26 prison employees can’t work because 
they are on leave for injuries or other 
reasons. 

In all, that means there are no em- 
ployees available for 93 jobs. 

Twenty-one of those jobs are not 
filled because the positions were not 
created until Gov. Scott Walker signed 
the state budget in September. 

The other openings are emblematic 
of a long-running staff shortage at Lin- 
coln Hills and other Wisconsin prisons. 
Corrections officials have had trouble 
recruiting and retaining employees, es- 
pecially at a time when unemployment 
is low and correctional officers make a 
starting wage of $16 an hour. 

Because of the staff shortage, em- 
ployees are forced to frequently work 16-
